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Although very pleased with the 
Federal Aviation Administration’s 
denial cf a federal grant application 
to do an airport master planning 
study, Mayor Henry Wedaa 
cautioned: ‘‘The Inter-County Air- 
port Authority (ICAA) will fall back 
and regroup. 

‘This is a significant defeat for 


the ICAA,’’ Wedaa said, ‘‘but it is 
only a temporary one. They will be 
back.”’ 

Ralph Diedrich, chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors, revealed late 
last week that he had received a copy 
of a letter from Gerald Dallas, chief, 
Airports District Office, spelling out 
denial of the ICAA request. 


ort t Study Denial i is Hailed 


The letter had informed Frank 
Marshott, Stanton mayor pro tem 
and chairman of the ICAA of the 
denia'. The ICAA is a joint powers 
agreement between the cities of 
Stanton, Chino, Santa Ana and 
Garden Grove. 

Dallas told Marshott the applica- 
tion ‘‘does not meet the require- 


ments for sponsor eligibility 
Cee in FAA regulations.’’ 
These included committing 


enough money to actually build the 
airport, the proposed study is not 
included in the Southern California 
Association of Governments (SCAG) 
overall work program of aviation 
system plan and is not recognized in 


the national airport system plan.

REVIEVV 


The historic Bicentennial Year of 
1976 ended on a highly optimistic 
note in Yorba Linda with the 
Decembe: 23 news that two long 
anticipated projects had gained 
federal funding approval. 

One is the cityMain Street 
merchants rehabilitation project for 
the central business district. The 
other is the new Administration 
Center for the Yorba Linda School 
District at Casa Loma and Yorba 
Linda Blvd. 

Yorba Linda completed its ninth 
year as an incorporated city and is 
over 60 years old as a community. 

The year 1976 was marked by 
contrasts. There were triumphs and 
defeats, incidents of joy and others 
of sorrow, accomplishments and 
reversals, welcomes and depar- 
tures, births and deaths, continued 
growth and promise of more growth. 

In this review of 1976 an attempt is 
made to recall the highlights, in 
words and photos, as chronicled in 
the 52 editions of the STAR. 

Of all the events four seemed to 
command the most attention. They 
were the City Council election and 
the balloting in the June primaries 
and the November general election, 
the controversy over the sign 
ordinance, the city property tax 


proposal, and the fire which 
destroyed the Woman's Club 
clubhouse. 


In close contention, interest-wise, 
were the resignations and appoint-

Linda School District and the city of Yorba Linda received word that both had 
qualified for federal funds under the Local Public Works Capital 


Development and Investment Act. 


Congressman Charles Wiggins revealed that the YLSD had received 
approval of its application for a new Education Center in the amount of 
$2,767,000. This was the largest single grant in North Orange County. 

The City of Yorba Linda was awarded $126,000 to begin rejuvenation of 


Main Street. 


The law under which the funds were granted is designed to stimulate 
economic activity by creating jobs and reducing unemployment. 

In addition to these two grants, James Bremer, administrative assistant to 
the Superintendent of the Fullerton Union High School District, revealed 
that money has been allocated for two projects. 

One is for $600,000 for gymnasium facilities at Troy High School. The 
other is for $525,000 for a swimming pool at Fullerton High. 

Bremer said the district was ‘‘delighted’’ even though it received funding 
for only two of the 30 projectsit Natkgglatitted. Be credited Dave Gammie,

approval. Patridge said plans are 
complete for grading and develop- 
ment. 

He added that bid will be followed 
by another for building the facilities 
on the site. 

These will include three build- 
ings. One will be the Education and 
Instructional Resources building 
which will house offices for the 
administration now headquartered 
at Linda Vista School. 

A second building will contain a 
central kitchen for a high school and 
elementary schools at full saturation 
which, Patridge explained, would 
include two new elementary schools. 

The third building will be a 
combined _ warehouse/transporta- 
tion facility. In this structure will be 
hydraulic lifts for buses and cars, 
gasoline storage and 
woodworking, metal and welding 
facilities and all the equipment 
necessary for grounds maintenance. 

Patridge stressed that the federal 
funds includes money for all the 
needed equipment for the buildings 
on the site. 

The district official noted that the 
project, in fulfilling the terms of the 
tegislation, will put many tradesmen 
in several categories to work in 
Yorba Linda. 

The district would have had a 
much more limited project had it not 
received the federal money, 
Patridge said. It would have built a 
6,000 square foot building to house 
only the administration and 
“everything else would have been 
left where it is.’’

Patridge revealed that the district 
has sold $1,655,000 of a bond issue 
approved by the voters two years 
ago for various projects.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA DOES ORDAIN AS 


FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. Section 19.2 of Ordinance No. 185 is hereby amended to read as 


follows: 


SECTION 19.2 AMOUNT OF FEE REQUIRED 
It is hereby found and determined that: 
A. The public interest, convenience, health, welfare and safety require that four 
acres of property for each 1,000 persons residing within this city be devoted to park 


and recreation purposes; 


B. Said requit ment will be satisfied in part by programs of the City and other 
governmental agencies which will make available for park and recreational purposes 
two acres of property for each 1,000 persons residing within the City; 

C. The remainder of the aforesaid four acres shail be supplied by the requirements 


imposed by this section; 


D. In order to obtain the remaining two acres, a fee of $450 for each new single 
family residence and $335 for each new multiple family dwelling unit shall be paid as 
@ condition of approve! of any building permit.

Southern California F4- 
ison Company said that it is 
‘‘disappointed’’ at the 
$44.5 million general rate 
increase granted by the 
California Public Utilities 
Commission. 

The concurrent CPUC 
approval ‘of an_ earlier 
Edison filing for an energy 
cost adjustment will have 
the net result of maintain- 
ing present rates—not 
increasing them, as _ re- 
quested in the general rate 
case filed two and one-half 
years ago. 

Edison filed for a general 
rate increase of $339 million 
on June 7, 1974. One and

Have your children re- 
ceived all their immuniza- 
tions for childhood dis- 
eases? If not, or if you’re not 
sure, J. R. Elpers, M.D., 
Orange County health 
officer, urges you to check 
with your doctor or at the 


Health Department and 
have the child fully 
protected. 


The problem, according 
to Dr. Elpers, is that now, 
since many of these serious 
diseases have been well 
controlled, people are no 
longer afraid of them and 
become 11x about having 
their children imunized. 

As a- result, many 
children remaim needlessly 
vulnerable to serious dis- 


ing couglit), measles, 
rubella and mumps. Safe, 
effective vaccines are avail- 
able for all these diseases. 

When should they be 
immunized? ‘‘As a general 
rule,’’ he said, ‘‘the sooner, 
the better. Some of the 
vaccines, such as_ polio, 
should be started when the 
infant is only about two 
month old. Others, such as 
measles, should not be 
given during the first year 
of life, but as soon after the 
child’s first birthday as 
possible.’’
